AWARD PRESENTATION SPEECH 


The history of the Alumni Association of both Presbyterian Hospital 
School of Nursing and St. Luke’s Hospital School of Nursing goes back a 
long time. When the two hospitals merged, much planning took place so 
that the Alumni Associations of both schools of nursing would merge and 
provide a viable, living organization which would include the graduates of 
Presbyterian St. Luke’s Hospital School of Nursing. Ruth Johnsen is our 
historian and can provide you with the details of all these groups if you 
are interested. 

I think you should be interested in knowing that we are the largest 
Alumni Assn. of a school of nursing in the country. Last year around Home- 
coming, we filed a new charter and officially voted to change our name to 
Rush Presbyterian St. Luke’s Nurses Alumni Assn. . . , and that particular 
action brought us to where we are today .... an active, enthusiastic Alumni 
organization which is absolutely delighted to welcome each of you to the ranks! 

I speak for the entire membership, I am sure, when I stand here and tell 
you how proud we are to have you join us, and it is an honor and a privilege 
to entertain you this morning. To paraphrase Harry Truman, the honor 
stops here . . . after today we expect to make you working active members 
right along with the rest of us and I’ve got a few ground rules: 

1) Please attend our meetings—the next one is Monday, June 9th, right 

here in Room 600. 

2) Don’t change your address without notifying us . . . now that we’ve 
gone to all that effort to make you a member, we like not to lose track 
of you over the years. 

Ruth and I went back over some historical data we had to try and identify 
the Alumni Association’s participation in graduation . . . particularly in 
regard to honors and awards . . . and the first mention we could find was in 
1939 when the Harriet Fulmer Award was presented to a graduate with the 
highest scholastic standing. We found mention of this same award being given 
between 1953 and 1959. This year the Board of Directors determined to rein- 
stitute the tradition of granting an award based upon outstanding perform- 
ance in patient care, scholastic achievement and citizenship. 

The recipient of this year’s award fulfills all three criteria. In the category 
of patient care comments consistently indicate that she more than meets the 
levels of performance and also that she seeks additional independent learning 
opportunities. She relates well with patients and co-workers and appears 
enthusiastic about nursing. In the realm of scholastic achievement, she has 
earned a grade point average of 3.647 on a four point scale and has been 
on the Dean’s list for three out of four grading periods. The list of her 
achievements in citizenship include being Co-chairperson of her class, Chair- 
person of the Steering Committee of the now organized Student Assn., Spokes- 
person for the students on several occasions with the Women’s Board and at 
our Alumni Banquet in April. She volunteered frequently for student re- 
cruitment activities and has always made a very favorable impression on 
Prospective students. The young lady is from Washington, D.C.; she at- 
tended Drew University and University of Maryland before hearing about 
Rush and coming to Chicago to look over the place before making her 
decision to come. Not only did she decide to come, but it’s my understanding 
that she’s going to stay ... she plans to work in Medical Nursing and to 
enroll in the Masters Program at Rush. | 

It is with great pleasure that I present the first Rush “Presbyterian St. 
Luke’s Nurses Alumni Association Award to the outstanding graduate of the
